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Tor  a  simple  and  easily  prepared  meal  try  fried  tacon  and  apple 
rings.    Directions  for  cooking  this  dish  are  given  oy  the  B-ureau  of 
Home  Economics  of  the  U.  S.  Department  of  Agricult-ure.     To  complete 
the  menu  you  might  have  plain  riced  or  mashed  potatoes,  and  a  raw 
vegetable  salad  —  tomato  and  lettuce,  or  grated  carrot  and  lettuce, 
or  cabbage  and  thinly  sliced  mild  onion. 

Cook  strips  of  bacon  slowly  in  a  heavy  skillet  and  turn  the 
bacon  frecuently.     ""h-en  lightly  browned,  remove  the  bacon  and  lay 
it  on  absorbent  paper  to  drain  and  become  crispy     If  cooking  a  large 
quantity  of  bacon,  pour  off  the  fat  occasionally. 

Wash  and  core  aiDples  and  cut  them,  crosswise  into  thick  slices. 
Lay  a  single  layer  of  people  rings  in  the  hot  bacon  fat,  sprinkle  v/ith 
sugar,  cover  partly,  turn  the  rings  occasionally,  and  cook  until 
tender  end  light  brown.     Serve  the  a^role  ring's  hot  with  the  bacon. 
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
